It costs a lot of freight to ship a sample 


railroad locomotive to China. So Uncle Sam 
sends the locomotive's ghost — a movie film, 
showing all details of how the thing works — 
and the cost is next to nothing.

HE redwood trees of California are the 


largest and the oldest living things on 


earth. Some of them were giants 2000 years 
ago. 


A government (rade film, showing these 


trees, could be handed down to future gen- 
erations after it ends its career as a spectral 
salesman. By repeatedly duplicating the film, 
whenever decay of old age sets in, it would be 
possible for people in the year 1,922,000 to see 
the movie ghost of these trees tossing in. a 
storm during the year 1922. 


There is something uncanny about the 


movies, when you analyze them—something 
ghostly, defying time, hitherto the universal 
and inevitable destroyer.

OW many tihies a day do you use the ele- 


vator? It is the greatest transportation 


system. 


In our country there are 156,000 elevat- 


ors. They haul more people than all the rail- 
roads, surface street cars, elevateds and sub- 
ways combined. Ro say engineers who, after 
five years' study, have just completed a safety 
code to decrease elevator accidents. 


This new safety code, pi-epared by the 


American Society of Mechanical Engineers, is 
a composite of national experience. 
Balti- 


more expects to be first to adopt it. Other 
cities should study it carefully. 


Do you ever get scared, riding in an ele- 


vator? 


Accidents are few, considering the num- 


ber of passengers. But if you want-to play 
safe, keep an eye on the elevator door. Three- 
fourths of elevator accidents occur 
at 
the 


doors or by falling down the shaft. 


Most of these accidents can be eliminat- 


ed by installing interlocks. With them In 
place, the car cannot move until the door is 
closed, and the door cannot be opened until 
the car is at the floor landing. The engineers 
endorse this as real Safety First. 


* RCHIMEDES, Greek mathematician, some 


jfV 
2200 years ago invented the first "fly- 


ing chair"—a crude elevator, lifted by ropes, 
operated by man-power. 


It was not until 1850 that George Fox in- 


vented the first power elevator, lifted by a 
screw-plunger. 


Steam elevator was displaced by hydraulic 


type, still used by the thousands. The electric 
came in about 35 years ago. 


Observe that it took more than 2000 years 


to perfect (he crude idea of Archimedes. Fun- 
damental progress is slow in this world, and 
success is possible only thru infinite patience 
and unceasing endeavor in the face of repeat- 


el disappointments and failures. 


That is as true of individuals as it is of 


inventions and progressive movements.

T \vas the elevator, perfected by Americans, 


that made possible the creation of sky- 


scrapers. 


Tlie skyscraper increases congestion of 


population, so it is as much a curse as a bless- 
ing—except for land owners and exploiters. 


Evil, however, frequently 
breeds good. 


Thus the elevator, producing the skyscraper, 
compelled the development of fireproof build- 
ing construction, which has extended out to 
protect buildings without elevators. 


Peculiar, how a commonplace device like 


the elevator influences our lives and civiliza- 
tion. More Interesting, it is the'only form of 
free transportation.
